water beetles, uprumitlny the fruits 
of the entonwrtoflcsl work of one 
man's lifetime, has been flren to tlie 
National muenm, under the Smith- 
sonian Institution. John D. Sherman. 
Jr.. Mount Veroon, N. T., who'spent 
Marly forty rears in amassing the 
collection, Is the donor. 


Mr. Sherman made the gift in honor 


of Dr. E. A. Schwarz of the bureau of 
eflton>01of7. Department of Africa!* 
tore, to whoae Inspiration he attrib- 
ute* hlii first interest in entomology 
and whooe guidance has aided him in 
asking the collection. 


The water beetles composing the 


collection belong to the family dytlsci- 
dae and haliplldae, representing ap- 
proximately 400 North American kinds 
and 200 additional exotic kinds. The 
collection Is fairly complete tor the 
North American species of these bee- 
tle*. All the specimens are In excel- 
lent preservation and well mounted 
ud labeled. 


AsMe from its compl«tenM«, the 


peculiar merit of the collection lies 
In the many specimens of each species 
Included. This will permit a study of 
the variation of species, which is not 
possible with the ordinary collection 
contsjtaina; only three or four speci- 
mens of each kind. 


The insect collection administered 


by the Smithsonian now Includes some 
118,000.different species and 2,500,000 
specimens.
